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Glancing  backward,  we  observe  that  for  one  hundred  years  the 
City  of  Beverly  has  offered  public  classes  in  secondary  schooling.  In 
May,  1858,  the  Beverly  Farms'  old  district  schoolhouse  opened  its 
doors  to  students  desiring  an  education  above  the  ninth  grade.  From 
this  small  beginning,  high  school  advanced  through  Briscoe  to  the 
establishment  of  our  BHS  in  1923.  The  quality  and  scope  of  instruc- 
tion advanced  also,  as  more  teachers  and  better  facilities  became 
available.  Thus,  for  the  past  century  our  city  has  been  developing  its 
educational  system.  It  is  this  centennial  of  secondary  schooling  which 
the  Class  of  1958  makes  the  theme  of  its  yearbook. 

Of  these  hundred  years,  the  graduating  class  is  most  concerned 
with  the  past  three.  During  this  time  we  have  worked  hard  and 
played  hard,  in  class  and  out,  and  the  training  we  have  acquired  is 
soon  to  be  tried.  As  we  leave  to  broaden  our  horizons,  at  school  or 
at  work,  we  take  with  us  many  precious  memories  of  these  years,  to 
which  we  will  add  more  memories,  and  another  hundred  years  will 
pass.

"The  Beverly  High  School  was  opened  in  May  1858,  at  the  Farms- 
in  the  old  district  schoolhouse,  with  Mr.  John  R.  Baker  as  teacher. 
The  regular  course  of  study  agreed  upon  by  the  Committee  occupied 
three  years  .  .  ."  This  entry,  among  Beverly's  oldest  documents, 
records  the  location,  year,  and  provisions  of  the  first  high  school  in 
Beverly— 1858.

This  spring  marks  the  retirement  of  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Whalen,  an  English  teacher 
known  and  loved  by  her  senior  classes.  A  former  student  of  Beverly  High  herself,  Miss 
Whalen  graduated  from  Boston  University  where  she  was  president  of  her  sorority, 
Theta  Phi  Alpha.  She  has  since  taken  courses  at  Boston  College,  Harvard,  and  Oxford. 
Of  her  thirty-six  years  at  Beverly  High,  sixteen  have  been  spent  in  service  as  Head  of 
the  English  Department.  She  was  in  charge  of  the  Student  Council  for  many  years,  is  one 
of  the  original  founders  of  the  Drama  Night  Competition,  is  a  long  time  member  of 
the  Beverly  Teachers'  Association,  and  is  active  in  the  New  England  Association  for 
Teachers  of  English. 

Although  most  of  us  have  known  her  primarily  as  an  instructor,  Miss  Whalen's  activ- 
ities outside  the  field  of  English  are  numerous  and  diversified.  She  is  Secretary  of  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children.  About  ten  years  ago  she  organized  the 
Beverly  Aquanis  Club,  which  is  devoted  to  aiding  crippled  children  at  the  Kennedy  Memo- 
rial Hospital  in  Boston.  One  of  the  founders  of  the  Beverly  College  Club,  she  acted  as  the 
second  president  of  that  group  in  1924.  During  the  war  Miss  Whalen  drove  for  the  Red 
Cross  Motor  Corps,  giving  service  to  those  who  required  hospitalization  and  were  unable 
to  provide  their  own  transportation.  As  a  member  of  the  Beverly  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  she  became  at  this  time  an  ambulance  driver  for  Civil  Defense.  Through  much  effort 
on  the  part  of  our  retiring  friend,  Beverly  became  one  of  the  first  communities  to  organize 
for  Air  Raids.  Thus  a  good  part  of  Miss  Whalen's  time  has  always  been  spent  in  service 
to  others  and  to  her  community. 

After  retiring,  Miss  Whalen  hopes  to  spend  her  winter  in  Boston  with  her  sister.  She 
is  also  anticipating  extensive  travel,  for  next  to  teaching  travel  is  her  great  love.  She  has 
taken  several  groups  of  young  people  abroad  on  summer  tours  in  past  years.  Her  own 
most  recent  trip  was  to  Mexico,  a  country  she  delights  in  visiting.  Miss  Whalen  feels  that 
.she  has  been  fortunate  in  doing  the  things  she  most  enjoys — teaching  and  traveling.  In- 
deed, she  has  studied,  achieved,  and  contributed  both  as  a  citizen  and  a  teacher  standards 
and  ideals  above  and  beyond  those  required  of  her.  We  shall  miss  her. 

To  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Whalen,  teacher  of  English  and  outstanding  citizen,  the  Class 
of  19^8  dedicates  this  portion  of  its  yearbook,  BEVERLEGA.  Our  best  wishes  go  with 
her  in  her  years  of  retirement.
